"It is in part an Indication that 
policies like that of the ASUS— to 
have student government bodies 
concern themselves with the lar- 
ger issue of the student in the 
community — have been 
endorsed. I think that attacks on 
Liberation School and other such 



groups that try to deal with the 
inadequacy of McGill's academic 
structure and offering were also 
refected In today's ballott- 
ing. 'Though for a by-election it 
was a fair turn-out, I think the fact 
that most of the students didn't 
vote shows that the issues on 
lich I ran were valid: that Stu- 
lents* Council has not exhibited 
political responsibility and dealt 
with the issues that reflect the real 
concerns of students. 

"The victory is not mine alone, 
but rather that of the large group 
of students whp worked collec- 
tively on my behalf and helped me 
articulate the Issues."

the constitution as it is now." 

Strasser also argued that stu- 
dent apathy would make it Impos- 
sible to get a 20 per cent turnout 
for a referendum. 



Will Hoffman, newly elected 
Arts and Science Representative, 
proposed an amendment to 
Strasser's motion asking the Joint 
Committee to declare itself 
against any move to change the 
constitution by any procedure not 
set down in the present constitu- 
tion. 

Hoffman argued that to give the 
Constitutional Committee the 
power to bypass students means 
"to give away student autonomy 
and to give Senate the power to 
decide what Is best for students." 

He called Strasser's move "un- 
democratic" and explained, "No

Students' Council passed the 
constitution of the Black Students' 
Union (BSU) last night and thus 
set a precedent in the funding of 
a political organization on cam- 
pus. 

Arts representative Nigel Gib- 
son, in his role as Constitutions 
Director, "presented BSU's con- 
stitution, but it was only after some 
debate, with strong attacks com- 
ing from Management represen- 
tative Bennet Little, that it was 
finally passed. 

Of particular controversy were 
the BSU's stated positions 
"against imperialism" and In sup- 
port of "all progressive, black and 
Third World liberation move- 
ments." 

Even with the constitution 
approved, however,' a problem 
still remained. 

The financial regulations of the 



Students' Society specify that it 
cannot fund political or religious 
organizations. This could leave 
the passing of the BSU's budget 
In some doubt. 

Students' Society President 
Gabor Zinner. suggested that the 
problem be put off until next week, 
but George Archer, newly-elected 
Post Graduate representative 
opposed the postponement of the 
issue. "Black students have been 
pushed around for two years," he 



said, "and we want this decided 
now." 

Nigel Gibson then proposed a 
motion to delete the restrictive 
regulation from the Students' 
Society's financial rules. After a 
short discussion, with opposition 
again coming from Bennet Little, - 
the motion carried. '
